the world’s first blood bank at 
the Cook County Hospital in Chi­ 
cago fie began to keep the pre­ 
cious and perishable fluid on 
hand and arranged for its sys­ 
tematic replacement. 
In the 25 years since, his idea 
has saved thousands of lives 
and speeded the recovery of 
countless ill and injured. We 
now have more than 2,000 hospi­ 
tal and community blood banks, 
according to the American As­ 
sociation of Blood Banks, which 
holds its annual meeting Ort. 
31 . Nov. 3 In Memphis, l^nn.

The San Francisco Medical 
Society established the first com­ 
munity bank in 1941.

School, started one at the Mea- 
sachusetts General Hospital ta

cold November night in 1953 -o 
aid the injured in a big Ix>nf 
Island train wreck.

WASHINGTON - The Senate 
is in for a battle this week ever 
$1.2 billion of direct federal aid 
to Church and Catholic Colleges. 
Last year the Senate held oui 
all summer in opposition to out­ 
right gi ants to Church Colleges. 
Though it was willing to vote 
loans to denominational college , 
it was not willing to vote out­ 
right gifts, on the ground that 
this was in violation of repara­ 
tion of church and state. 
Ail 
summer long the Senate 
and 
House fought over this with the 
Senate refusing to budge.

year, 
the Senate 
switched — provided the aid to 
colleges bill contained an amend­ 
ment tor a court test of the 
constitutionality of ald to church 
institutions. The amendment, in­ 
troduced by Sen.

There followed a closed - door 
argument between the house and 
the senate. This year. the Sen­ 
ate conferees, instead of holding 
out as they did last year, raved 
in to the House in 36 hour*. 
They adopted the House proposal
